CONRAD BROUGHT YOU . . . MON6Q 

By Rod Wlaker 



Somebody (I forgot who) not too long ago had the poor 
judgement to accuse me of doing nothing but reminisce, as if this 
were some sort of bad thing. Aside from the fact that the 
accusation i s untrue, when I do this sort of thing I regard it as 
sharing memories. Postal Diplomacy is lucky that, after ■ years 
of existence, it has people with memories of its ear 1 y days to 
share. So now we will have a few more, right from the very 
beginnings of the hobby. 

The story of MOMGO , the first, postal Diplomacy ' zi ne, i s an 
odd one, full of unexpected developments. Of course the actual 
postal Dipl. omacvy hobby did not grow out of MON6Q ; that came with 
GRAUSTARK. nearly a year later. But MONGO was the f irst . even if, 
in the end, it was stillborn. The story of MOMGO can be read in 
RUDDIGORE 2, which reproduces all the issues of the '" 2i ne" » and 
can be obtained from the writer < 1273 Crest Dr. , Encimtas, CA, 
92024) for a buck . Bt.it. here is the story without, the copies.. 

War garni ng had come to San Diecjo in the SOs. For multiple 
playrs, the ta i g thing in those days was Risk and there were 
several of us who played it now and then on weekends. Then in 
196 1 Conrad von Metzke noticed an ad in a major* magaz i ne ( THE 
ATLANTIC, I believe) for' something called "Di pi omacy" . He thought 
it sounded spiff y, and so did 1. So I ordered a copy . It must, 
have been all of *5- 95 or some such in those days, a veritable 
fortune 1 And then it came, the first Diplomacy set in San Di.eqo 
(I still have it.) , and we were instantly captivated by it. The 
game ma.de Risk look 1 i ke Fish in comparison to Bridge I We 
immediately converted our Ri s-k — p J. ay i ng friends and the San Diego 
Diplafnacy and Cheap Beer Warehouse < a name it got later, not. then) 
was born. We played all that summer , fall, winter, and spring... 
on into 1962. The summer of 1962, however, saw many of the group 
going to new jobs and new locations. Conrad von Metstce was one 
who remained behind, and he wanted our" old group to stay together 
by mai 1 . 

Thus the first postal Diplomacy game < 1 962A it. would be 
called now) was born. It was proposed, orgam zed, and conducted 
by carbon letters, al though those guickiy took on the aspect of a. 
'zine. The game lasted through the end of 1902, after' which 
several of the players deci ded they would not be able to continue 
and the game ceased. 

Well, why "MONGO"? The nam© appeared prominently in the game 
reports, al though not as a 'zi ne title as such. However, many 
seasons of the game were reported as having been seen from the 
Mongo Observatory, and the name crept into the heading of the 
letter. „ .what would be the masthead of a : 'zine. 

Thus ended MONGO, but not its saga. Conrad discovered 
mainstream postal Diplomacy in lS'faS and got me into it in I ■• 
when we accidental 1 y ran into each other at San Diego State U. . 
where I was working on an advanced degree. We had by then almost 
forgotten MONGO and the subject did not arise for same years. But 
by that year, 1966, 5 of the original S players in the MONGO game- 
were back in postal Diplomacy. Three of them were to publish 
'"sines of their own: Conrad iCOSTAGUANA) , Bob Ward \ MAR SO V I A ) ,

So we? both sec. about 
producinq one?, based on our patchy recall of the game and what the? 
publ icati on actual 1 y was.. We put together a bibliographic listing 
f or the * 2 i ne and moves for the game. Conrad went so far as to 
start up a game based on the post Wu2 pijsitions we had set up, and 
it was this fake game which became known by the Boardman Number 
1 9t..2A ., The proposed fake issues, however, were? never produced: 
parti y lack of time and partly the feeling that we caul d not 

produce a convincinq forgery of a pre 1 963 postal gain*;?.. But i t. 

wad fun touting the fake as real far s. while., - .the? screams from 
Brooklyn were audible as far as Hawaii, . .although eventually we 
owned up to the scam. 

Then the unexpected happened ! My mother c:al 1 ed to tell me 
that my father was. c leaning out the garage and would 1 come by to 
pick up my things. What things'? Oh , some files 1 left at various 
times, some books., letters, things like that. Now", since I don 11 t 
throw things away, it oc cured to me right then that my missing 
copies of MONGO might, be in those boxes. 1 virtual !. y burned up 
t h e f r ee w a y g e t ting d ra w n t h e r e . 

And sure enouqh, in a neat little file -folder , were all the 
issue's; of the real. MQNGO. There were 10 of them, and they look 
about as von might expect of a non- : 'zine carrying a postal. 
I 1 1 ■• . i .-, , ... game before there was a postal Diplomacy hobby.' It is 
now, for me, an unusual experiance to look at how the hobby almost 
started . ( I t is also fun to watch certain persons get all bent 
out of shape when you merely mention it. )

The comment that a critic is simply someone who can't create 
hi m/hersel f fits very aptly here.

I played 
on the Northwest Chess Circuit from '74 through '78 or ' 79, 
You've never seen feuds in Dip to compare with the bickering in 
Chess- And in chess there is money and careers at stake.'

I 'c in Stone 'a suggestion that I cjught. to respect the holiest 

that the universe popped into existence one day because some 

entity said "fiat 1 ux " is not, I bel i eve, to the paint. One can 

respect the bel iever, certainly. Many otherwise quite logical 
people adhere to the "special creation" notion because they read 
it in a venerable book . It i s intel 1 ectual 1 y respectable, I 
think, to harbor some ridiculous belief or other, and no doubt 
most, peopl e have one or more of these things in their intellectual 
baggage . 

But to say that, the believer i s respectable is not to agree 
that the belief is likewise. One must perforce call a spade a 
spade here, or one cannot be intellectually honest. The 
"creation" story in Genesis is a very nice story, told with 
economy, elegance, and even beauty. Unfortunately, all of the 
vast and still rapidly growing body of information we have, about 
the past of the universe and of this planet, points decidedly 
toward a very different, scenario. It is possible to respect a 
belief when there is no evidence one way or the other. It is 
impossible to respect a belief which is not only unsustained but. 
flatly denied by^ex tensive evidence. We know that the Earth is in 
excess of 3 . 5x 1 0 ' years old. (tje know that there has been life on 
the planet, for at least 2-2>;10 years. We know that the planatery 
surface was (and is) in a state of constant flux and movement, 
back to.the time of Pangaea and beyond, reasonably well documented 
to 7>; 1 0 years ago. We know that life has similarly been in a 
state of continual flu:: and change in its physical form during 
this entire period. None of these conclusions from the mass of 
available evidence confirms the Genesi_s narrative, but instead 
they ail deny it. I would say that we have reached the point in 
our knowledge of our past to say that the Judeo-Christian 
"creation" narrative is totally untenable. If it did not cloak 
itself in the guise of "religion", we would be more wont to give 
i t a more accurate assessment. . . "si 1 1 y" . 

This is of course the rub. The thing is supposed to be 
"religion". Vet in point of fact the "creation" myth (and I use 
the term here in its correct technical senses look it up) is 
totally irrelevant to the teachings of Jesus the Messiah (but of 
course one must excise the various bits of twaddle which have 
become attached to those teachings). 

Now, if Kevin wants to say that the demonstrable processes of 
t err est. i al evolution are aspects of the Creation process and that. 
God, in essence, touched off the Big Bang itself, I am in no 
position to do cither than respect his belief. That would be 
entirely passible < al though not, i n my opinion, very probable) - 
But then one has to twist the Benesi_s narrative about to make it 
fit. the observed facts arid conclusions or one has to discard it 



entire- 1 ! y. E i t h e r course would be reason able, taut not" very 
orthodox , and I presume that. Kevin bel i eves in " f^at l_ux " . 

Based on the evidence, however , we shoul d be more i nc I ined to 
conclude that. t h er e is no God < a be] lef one? can respect but. which 
leads one into a. real pot hoi e when one studies such phenomena as 
Jesus and So k rates > or that God is an en t i t y which < a > was born as 
part of the cataclysmic events we call the Biq Bang or Cta ) 
predates the Bang . . . but which, in either event did not. cause the 
Bang nor direct the course of its aftermath;, the present Universe. 
Still , if one wishes to see a moving int. el 1 i qence in the 
development of the Universe, that's fine and respectable. . „ but 
the notion that al 1 this popped into ex i stence a few thousand 
years ago in response to verbal magic is a belief which can no 
longer command intellectual validity. But the thing dies hard, 
partly based on the supposition that, "no creation, no God". » . the 
atheist, position, if you will. But this really does not. compute; 
God transcends a few bits of myth in a venerable book. Genesis or 
no genesis. She is, I think, quite alive and well. 

I may say a bit more on this in future. — Rod.
